June Date Picked

Court Dedication Rescheduled
Formal dedication of the 

Torrance - South Bay County 
Building has been scheduled 
for Friday, June 23, County 
Supervisor Burton W. Chace 
said today.

The dedication had been 
scheduled for an earlier date, 
but construction delays caus­ 
ed by an elevator construc­ 
tion workers' strike necessi­ 
tated the delay,

"While the dedication is 
not until June, the building 
is expected to be in operation 
late in May," Chace said. 
"The move from facilities in 
Inglewood will start as soon 
as the elevators are in oper­ 
ation."

The five   story structure 
at 825 Maple Avenue in the 
Torrance Civic Center will 
house eleven SuperiorsCourts 
and four Municipal Courts 
when completed.

Originally, plans called for 
a four-story building How­ 
ever, the unprecedented 
growth of the South Bay-Tor- 
rance area prompted County 
Supervisors to authorise con­ 
struction of a fifth floor.

"While the interior work on 
only four floors has been 
completed, work will start 
soon on completion of the 
fifth floor. The work was au­ 
thorized under a $359,300 
contract awarded Tuesday 
by Supervisors.

"The work on the last floor 
will not conflict with or delay 

 the dates for the start of op­ 
eration or the Dedication Cer­ 
emonies," Chace said.

In addition to the Superior 
and Municipal Courts, the 
building will house other ma­ 
jor County department offi­ 
ces, including the County 
Clerk, Law Library, Marshal, 
Municipal Court Clerk, Juve­ 
nile Traffic, District Attorney 
and Sheriff.

The faculty is built on a 
five-acre site provided to the 
County by the City of Tor­ 
rance. Cost of the building 
will be approximately $4.8 
million.

HE SAID the use ol LSD 
by students has not become a 
major problem in Torrance, 
but said the real danger in 
LSD is that it can be given 
to students without their 
knowledge.

Dr. Kurt Shery, a member 
of the board, said LSD can 
be manufactured by almost 
any chemistry student and 
transported in ways which 
make it almost impossible to 
identify. The real effects and 
dangers of LSD are not fully 
known today, Dr. Shery 
added.
